These times may be altered for King's Birthday weekend ; the fare is 
18/- return by bus, and the rail fare (to Lilydale) about 2/6. Book- 
ing for the bus is made at the Marysville Tourist Bureau, Empire 
Arcade, off Flinders St. (almost next door to Hartleys), phone Cent. 
222. For people going independently, there is shelter at Buxton, in 
the school building, the school play-shed (open), and the Mechanics 
Institute next to the hotel. These buildings may be locked, but 
access can be obtained if thought applied to problem. The Institute, 
which is recommended, is usually open at the back. From there, the 
whole Toggerty Valley is open for inspection; the Sugarloaf can be 
reached by following a timber road which leaves the main road about 
a mile north of Buxton; and when this timber road veers round para- 
llel with the range, an ascent can be made at almost any point. The 
Cathedral Peak is reached about five miles further north along the 
road. There are scvoral camp-sites for those with tents nearer the 
mountain and even on the mountain. 

Those who do not wish to go independently are invited to lot 
the Secretary know as soon as possible, and they will be advised 
whether any "guides" will be going. Further information on the gen- 
eral locality can be obtained from Messrs Watson and Wcstfold Scott 
(Arts Building) or the Secretary.

(l) Maps are for reference and consultation only and are not to 
be taken on tour. The reason for this is obvious, especially as 
the Forests Commission maps are very large and printed on poor 
quality paper. These are to serve as Master Maps. If you want 
a map of a locality for a tour, consult Mr. Scott who will loan 
you any relevant maps. Then having decided the exact area you 
want, proceed back to Mr. Scott and tell him. In a few days 
from that date, Mr. Scott will provide you with a photostat copy, 
reduced in size or enlarged according to taste, which for a small 
charge becomes your own personal property. Then, returning 
from your tour, as a matter of co-operative courtesy, you should 
report back to the Keeper of the Maps, and such additional in- 
formation as you have acquired, i* e« watering plac~esy- huts, hollow 
trees, etc., can be added to the master maps. The cost of photo- 
stats varies with the size of the sheet only and a typical example, 
measuring some li+ ,f x 18" cost the purchaser

Fire Precautions . 

With summer on the way again pernaps a word on fire precautions 
would not go amiss. The club example in this regard has not always 
been as good as it should have been. It is not merely a question 
of satisfying ourselves in this matter but also of impressing the 
authorities Tprincipally the forestry people) with our precautions. 
For the benefit of new members the following is what is recommended 
by the Forestry Commission. 

1. Remove all sticks, grass etc. for a radius of a clear yard 
around the fire site. 

2. Dig a pit to contain the actual fire. 

3. Always have enough spare water handy to deal with getaways. 

4. Always douse your fire before leaving the camp site. When 
a large party is camped at the one site it is better to 
have a single. long fire for cooking than scattered small 
ones.
